Saw and Is Killed, 


AN APPALLING ACCIDENT. 


Yonng Mail Was Operating a Saw-JIlll 


When He Lost His Life—He Was a 


Son of A. C. Arnold. 


Clayton Reed Arnold was instantly 


killed while operating his saw-mill on 
the farm of James Hemming in South 
Bedford township Wednesday after- 
noon at 5 o'clock. The young m 
was turning a log when his foot 
slipped and he fell against the saw. 
His body was cut in two just below 
his neck, the severed parts falling on 
opposite sides of the rapidly revolving 
steel disc. Mr. Arnold's fellow-work 
men—Stanley Meyer*, 
James Hem 


ming, William Howsare and a son of 
Jonathan Rose—were horror-stricken 
at the fate of their companion and 
they could only tenderly take up the 
body and prepare it for removal to the 
home of decedent's father, A. C. Ar- 
nold. 
The 
heart-rending accident, 


which happened so quickly and unex- 
pectedly, plunged the whole ccmmuni 
ty in sorrow. 


Clayton Reed Arnold was aged 21 


years and 24 days. Ia August, 1900, he 
was united in marriage to Miss Ada 
Boor, daughter of William N Boor, of 
Cumberland Valley. For the past few 
years he has been engaged in farming 
aud running a saw-mill. Three years 
ago he bought part of his father's 
farm and since then has erected a 
house and barn there. He is survived 
by his wife and two small children, 
Helen and Clyde, by his parents and 
the following brothers and sisters: 
Mrs. A. R. Hanks, Mrs. William S 
Howsare, Josephine.Edith and Chester, 
at home; Ella, who is a trained nurse 
in Philadelphia; Boy, who is in Hunt- 
ingdon; Ralph, of Athens, 0, and 
Alice, of Spring Arbor, Mich. When 
quite young he joined the Methodis 
church and remained a consistent 
member until his death. He will be 
greatly missed by his many friends, as 
well as in the church and Sunday 
school.

ed by all who knew him.

Faahloned Winter Are Getting It. 


People who have yearned for a "good 


old-fsshioned winter," says the Brook- 
lyn Eagle, are getting it, and people 
who haven't yearned, who are quite 
content with an up-to-date climate, are 
retting it, too. That's the mischief of 
t. To be sure, there are certain 
ibings that haven't happened that 
usad to happen in the good old-fash- 
ioned winter. 
The oldest inhabitant 


—several of him-Ms given to prating 
about how it was a common thing, 
when he was a boy, for the East river 
to freeze over in winter, or for the 
North river to freeze over, or for tbe 
harbor to freeze over. He loves to 
prattle about skating on New York 
bay when he was a boy and winds up 
enthusiastically: 
"Ah ! thrsa were 


the days when we knew what winter 
really meant" 


With due deference to the oldest in- 


habitant—several hundred of him, if 
necessary—there will be precious few 
New Yorkers who live through this 
month of February who don't know 
pretty accurately what winter really 
means. And that without any skating 
on New York bay or any free zing over 
of New York's water-ways. New York 
is undergoing quite the realest winter 
it has been through since the weather 
bureau went into commission 34 years 
ago. 
The average temperature for 


tbe month of December was 30 de- 
grees,which is 4 degrees below normal, 
the average of the past 33 Decembers 
being regarded as. normal. ,The0.?tfsr; 
age daily temperature lor the month 
of January was 24 degrees, which is 6.2 
degrees below what has been regarded 
as normal during the 33 Januaries 
which preceded it. And the average 
daily temperature for February so far 
has been from 1 to 15 degrees below 
the normal temperature of February 
in New York. So that to any one of 
even approximate human intelligence 
the reality of this winter of 1903 4 
would seem to be amply demonstrated. 


In all this there is no desire to re- 


flect upon the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. 
The East 
and 
North 


rivers probibly were frozen over. 
It 


is quite credible that he did skate on 
New York bay. It is of record in 1780 
—no, the Eagle has not discovered an 
inhabitant who remembers it, but one 
whose grardmother used to tell the 
tale, and the records corroborate it— 
in 1780, New York harbor was froz°,n 
over and trains passed from New York 
to Staten Island. 


This did not occur again until 1821— 


40 years later—and it was then that 
the oldest inhabitant, a very small boy 
at the time, did his memorable skating 
on New York bay. He may even have 
done some sleighing over what is now 
practically the ferry route from the 
foot of Cortlandt street to Jersey City 
for the ice was frozen so solid that the 
popular route for sleighing parties of 
the day was across the river to the 
Jersey sbore and then either down 
toward the O-anges or up along the 
west sbore toward Nyack 
OJ Febru- 


ary 3, 1844—and it doesn'i take the 
rldpst inhabitant to remember that— 
LOUR Island Sound wts frozan over a 
fe1^ miles above New York, and on 
January 20, 1852, the East river was 
frozen solid so that people passed from 
Brooklyn to Xsw York.

age for attendance. This omission, he 
said, was very ucjust to the directors.

This anniversary is a fitting time 


and this old church, our Temple of 
Liberty, the very place for us to ask 
again and again the question, Are 
three wUe principles on which our 
fathers aimed to found the American 
republic, Justice, Liberty and Broth- 
erhood, faithfully expressed in the for- 
eign policy of our government? Have 
they tempered as they ought the offi- 
cial acts of our public servants toward 
the people of other land- ? Do we sin- 
cerely respect the rights of our neigh- 
bor nations? If not, then it behooves 
us to remember well that 


"Laws of changeless justice bind 
The oppressor with the oppressed; 
.And close as sin and suffering joined 
We march to fate abreast." 
Deny the right of another people and 


you have already begun to destroy 
yonr owr. And since onr foreign poli- 
cy during the last f cur years has been 
ordered iu flagrent violation of the 
Go'den Rule, in contemptuous disre- 
gard of the precepts of Washington 
and of that kindlier spirit which sees, 
as Washington saw, the possibility of 
a brotherhood among the nations, since 
onr public officials have sown fear, 
hatred and war where there should 
have been trust, friendship and peace, 
it is no less wise thai right that we 
should care greatly whether we have 
been loyal to onr country's early ideale, 
the ideals of Washirgton, or have for- 
saken them. What were the Washing- 
ton ideals? 
Here is one of them: 


'I consider," said he, "that man- 
kind 
may be 
connected like one 


great family in fraternal ties.

indulge the fond hope that the benefits 
of a free commerce shall pretty gener- 
ally succeed to the devastations and 
horrors of war." Now, recall some of 
our modern departures from this ideal 
ol Washington; scan them in the spir- 
it of this noble hope, and you will 
find:

"The evil that men do lives- after them, 
The good is oft interred with their bones." 
Never was there a better illustration 


of this than in the case of Mark Hanna, 
the preat Eepubliean leader whom tha 
nation laid to rest last week. He was 
a, strange man, not over commuuicv 
live, a poor talker but a splendid lis- 
tener, whose powers of combination 
would have made him a magnificent 
chess-player. Mark Hanna and Von 
Moltke would have made a grand 
team. They never took mnch counsel 
as to their plans in war or politic?; 
each knew wall the exact force of tde 
enemy before they put their soldiers iu 
the field; they had two things in com- 
mon with all graat leaders, that is, of 
closing their eyes while they matured 
their plans. Von Moltke's idea was 
that there is no sueh thing in human 
calculations as chance. That every- 
thing was the result of an assured law; 
another was that every nrs'a'ce was a 
crime. Mark Hanna had thousands of 
opponents but very few enemies—that 
is, where the component pa-ts of the 
opposing force are made up of ignor 
ance and hate. With him success was 
the greatest reward of human ambi- 
tion. As the world rates financial 
standing, he was rich, bat he cared 
nothing, apparently, for money; to 
those who had accumulated gold he 
never b«ed his head; the perfection 
of government he hardly dared hope 
for, but the crowning point of his po- 
litical value was that he did the very 
best by the knowledge he had a>, a given 
time. It is worth remembering, when 
we stand between success and failure, 
that, bad as we think this world at 
times, there is some good in it after 
all. Hanna lived at a time whan all 
human calculations were shaken up as 
thay never were before in the world's 
history. He left us, as we hope, for a 
better life and believing, as many of 
us do, that the best is yet to come, he 
had no fear of the future life. He was 
not what the world called a religious 
man, 
but, measured by the standard 


which the world accepts, he was up to 
the full ideal of manhood as an earth- 
ly counterpart is reflected from the 
image of Almighty God. Those who 
love him remember that hate was 
buried with him; the battle ovar, the 
victory won, he could always exclaim 
with the prophet, "I have fought the 
good fight, I have won the victory, 
bless the Lord that mine eyes have 
seen it; now let Thy servant depart in 
peace." We are taught this lesson, 
that no man living is absolutely necss- 
sary to the welfare of the nation or 
the world. It was indeed an act of 
grateful courtesy that our Democratic 
board of aldermen performed when 
they forwarded a note of sympathy to 
Senator Hanua's family; they honored 
themselves by their generous and 
kindly action and they may rest as- 
sured that their tribute will not bs 
forgotten 
by the

3. That, by our career of despotism 


in the Philippine islands, we have 
seemed to publish to the world that we 
no longer believe freedom is the gift 
of God to all mankind. Ought we not 
to protest now and here against this 
modern American infidelity? When, 
after five years of criminal effort to 
"bestow" any kind of government at 
all upon the Filipinos; after five years 
of a muzzled Filipino press; after five 
years of a treason law that dooms the 
Filipino to fine, imprisonment and 
exile for the mere utterance of the 
hope that his country will some day be 
free, there should still be Americans 
and Cincinnatians so insensible of 
their country's disgrace that they are 
willing to pay honors to a fellow- 
townsman whose greatest distinction 
at this moment is that he has helped 
to frame and enforce such laws, that, 
as an alien governor of the Philippine 
Islands, he has helped to destroy a na 
tive republic and rear in ita place a 
benevolent despotism; is it not especi- 
ally fitting, I say, that now and here, 
we disclaim and condemn the faithless, 
akulking, 
ruffian 
policy that has 


authorized or abetted this kind of gov- 
ernment in the name of freedom-loving 
Americans ? That a public servant of 
ours, just retiring from an office 
wherein to unknown hundreds of Fil- 
ipinos, who have had the courage to 
say to him, "Give us liberty or give ns 
death," he has answered in our name 
by giving them exile and death—that 
such a public servant should return 
today to the civic hearthstone, whose 
vary name, Cincinnati, commemorates 
the virtne of defending native land 
against foreign rule, return with the 
flippant report—"That the Filipinos

In the flrst place, the bath means 


cle«nline«s—when properly taken. For 
a poor bath is a'most »s bad as no 
bath at all. And when cleanliness is 
achieved a Icrg step is taken toward 
health and a still !on?cr toward good 
looks. No one can hope to be really 
attractive who has a poor complexion 
and no one can expect a good com- 
plexion who dees not keep the pores 
of the ekin open and free of matter 
which does not belong there. 


Of course, any woman thinks she 


knows how to take a bath. Nearly 
every one labors under this impres- 
sion until she has had a Turkish bath 
and learned what is meant by real 
cleanliness. After that she is of a 
different opinion. 
She may not be 


able to take Turkish baths constantly 
or even often, bnt she will come as 
near them, in the way of making her- 
self clean, as she can possibly manage. 


Not every womtn can stand the 


regulation Turkish or Russian baths, 
with their hot air. their steam rooms, 
their hard massage and cold spray or 
plunge afterward. 
The home-made 


imitation of such bains even is some 
times too much for them. Unless they 
are sure of themselves it is not worth 
while to put good money into a Turk- 
ish lath cabinet or even to compass a 
home-made version with a packing 
bcx and a little ingenuity. Instead, 
they may seek substitutes in a simple 
fashion. 


The meat elementary Turkish bath 


is msde by wrapping the bather in a 
sheet and seating her on a care bot- 
tom chair under which is a shallow tin 
of hot water set over an alcohol lamp. 
This lamp should be of the sort that 
has an asbestos burner protected by a 
wire netting. 
After the bather is 


seated, a heavy blanket should be 
wrapped around her and the chair, and 
she should s'.t thus until she is in a 
drenching perspiration. 
When this 


point is reached she should get at once 
into a tub of warm water, scour her- 
self well with a flish brush, so as to 
remote the matter that the perspira- 
tion has washed cut on theskic.and 
after thia she should try the tonic ef- 
fect of a cold spray, unless she prefers 
the cold plunge. 
If she does not pos- 


sess a sprfty she should dash cold water 
over her body from a pitcher. Then 
comes ft good rub down with a rough 
towel and a h»lf honr's rest. 


Such a bath is advantageous to near- 


ly every one and especially to the wc- 
man who his a poor complexion which 
is the result of imperfect circulation. 
The chief objection to this bath in the 
minds of busy women will be the 
length oi tima it demands. When a 
wcmsn has stimulated her skin to ac- 
tion by vigorous and healthful exer- 
cise and has thus provcked a flow of 
perspiration she does not need the 
preliminary session over hot water. 
The bath in the tub, however, with the 
cold spray to follow, is an essential 
ifler violent exercise. 


Lit it be supposed, for instance, that 


awom&nhfts been out on her wheel. 
If she is an active rider she has un- 
doubtedly achieved the perspiration 
and with it a degree of exhilaration 
that the period of retirement in the 
company of a blanket and an alcohol 
lamp would never bring about. Some 
one has called ui up to date chainless bi- 
cycle a zaal inspiring wheel for women 
The ffirl or woman who has been out 
for * spin on a machine that is made in 
such a fashion that she can come home 
with her skirt in as good a condition as 
when she started—as can be done with 
the right sort of a bicycle—does not 
shrink from the amount of time she 
will have to dtvote to her bath as she 
would if she knew a dirty and stained 
frcck was awaiting her attention. 


No matter how heated the rider may 


be she should never make the mistake 
of using cold water the first thing after 
a ride. In fact, it is very hard to get 
clean by the use of cold water alone, 
even when accompanied by hard rub- 
bing. It is true that the exercise has 
opened the pores and that a great 
quantity of effete substance has been 
sluiced out with the perspiration. But 
the dash of cold water shuts the pores 
with a snap and whatever matter is

left there is enclosed, to bare-absorbed 
by the body. 


So the first plunge must be into 


warm water. The soaking (eels grate- 
ful after the tension cf the exercise 
and the relaxation of the muscles is 
likely to tempt any one to remain too 
long in the tub. But the time for let- 
ting oneself go is not yet. There must 
first be a vigorous rubbing either with a 
flesh brus i or with a rough cloth or wi th 
a bath mitten of Turkish toweling or 
some sneh material. 
This is perhaps 


best, since the hand thus covered goes 
over the whole body with an energy 
it cannot gain when holding a wash- 
cloth. 


The use of soap is open to discussion. 


It is generally taken as a matter of 
course and yet I have known competent 
physicians who claimed that it did no 
good. The skin that has beeti first 
stimulated, as by the bieyc'e, horse 
back riding or other vigorous exercise, 
and then coaxed into more work by the 
application of warm water does not need 
soap in older to make it clean. The 
rubbing I have described will suffice 
for that. The waste matter is removed 
by the friction without the use of 
scap. Yet there is no objection to this 
if a good,plain toilet soap is used—one 
that is not highly perfumed or too dry- 
ing in its effect. 
Every bit of this 


should be washed from the skin before 
the cold spray is used to close the pores 
and brace the system after the relaxa- 
tion of the warm tub. 


The cold spray seems a rather hero- 


ic measure, but it is only for awhile 
that it impresses the bather as a tria1, 
In a short time she craves it and feels 
no shrinking from tbe tingling of ice 
cold water, even after a very hot bath 
The spraying need not last long— 
only a minute. It is a mistake to con- 
tinue it until one becomes chilled and 
loses the bracing effect. 
As a matter 


of course, there are some bathroom. 
where a spray cannot be used, because 
the arrangement of the faucets or for 
scm9 other reason. This is a pity, but 
it need not oblige one to renounce the 
douche. The pitcher to which I have 
already referred can be used or ore 
can adopt the simple expedient of a 
man I know who used the common or 
garden variety of watering pot as a 
means for attaining a cold spray. 


The stimulation of the skin is pur- 


sued by friction with a rough towel. 
The ordinary towel will not serve. 
Sometimes even the Turkish towel gets 
soft and in such cases it is well to pass 
it through a little starch water before 
drying it 
It should never be ironef1, 


of course. 
The ideal method is to take half an 
honr's rest after tha bath and if the 
ride has been a long and hard one or if 
the course over the links or the contest 
in the tennis courts has been unusually 
fatiguing, it is worth while to give 
half an hour to repose. 
But the 


healthy, active woman docs not usually 
need it unless she has rather overdone. 


"But," I hear a woman say, "it may 


be all very well to talk about taking 
time to bathe and to rest for the wo- 
man who has been playing golf 
or 


tennis, but it is out of the question for 
the woman who rides a wheel. 
Her 


machine has to be cleaned before it is 
put away '" 


Not at all, my dear girl or madam. 


In the days before the chainless bicy- 
cle came into service this might have 
been the case 
With the driving 


mechanism neatly encased and amply 
protected from mud and dust, and even 
from rain, there is no more trouble 
after a return from a ride than there 
is in hanging np a racket or setting 
the bag of golf sticks in the corner. 


Always following a bath there must 


be some precautions adopted against 
cold. Even the cold spray and the 
hard rnb have not done everything 
and the woman who sits in a draft 
when she has just dressed after her 
bath runs a great risk. This is especial- 
ly the case after exercise, but it is 
true also when one has taken the bath 
without preceding it by the ride, tbe 
walk or the game. Sometimes one 
marvels what has become of the com- 
mon eense that was presumably dealt 
out to all mortals when they came into 
this world. 


"I have such a mean headache," said 


a woman to me the other day 
"The 


only wiy I can account for it is that I 
forgot bow soon after dinner it was 
last night and as I was tired I took a 
hot bath before going to bad early. I 
have felt rather queer all day." 


And she was a sensible wcman—old 


enough to have known better ! Yet 
from sheer carelessness she did a thing 
which might have had a fatal retult.

Maclcnr Won If Becuuse tue Pro* 


lessor Cut the Wrong BotU** 


John W. Mackay was an early rlaw, 


a hard worker and, although exceed- 
ingly hospitable, was himself abstemi- 
ous and could seldom be Induced to 
play cards for money, and then for 
only nominal stakes. The only game 
that seemed to attract him was the 
"grasshopper races" with which the 
mining superintendents on toe Corn- 
stock beguiled a portion of the nooa 
hour while waiting for luncheon at the 
Savage company hoisting bouse. Boys 
caught grasshoppers and sold them to 
the players at 25 to 50 cents each. Each 
player paid a fixed stake, ranging from 
$1 to $20, into the pool, and the man 
whose hopper made the longest jump 
captured the pool. On the day before 
Christmas it.was agreed to celebrate 
that holiday with a pool the stakes la 
which were to be $100 for each player. 
The terms were "play or pay," and at 
the instance of a German professor 
who was a superintendent of a leading 
mine each man was allowed to use any 
means that he might devise to stimu- 
late his grasshopper. 
The professor 


was so full of his scheme to scien- 
tifically capture the $1,000 pool—for 
there were ten entries—tbat be commu- 
nicated it to a young assayer who was 
not a grasshopper plunger. The pro- 
fessor had experimented and ascertain- 
ed that a grasshopper that was touch- 
ed by a feather dipped in a weak solu- 
tion of aqua ammonia would jump for 
his life. The young man also experi- 
mented, and as a result he filled a bot- 
tle xof the same size and appearance 
with cyanide of potassium and man- 
aged to substitute it for the other ID 
the professor's laboratory. The next 
day, when the professor after much 
boasting about his scientific attain- 
ments dipped a feather In the substi- 
tuted bottle and touched his insect with 
it, the grasshopper rolled over as dead 
as a salt mackerel, amid the roars of 
the crowd. Mackay's hopper won the 
bijj pool, and two widows, whose hus- 
bands had been killed in the Yellow 
Jacket uiiue, teceived a gift of $500 
each fiom nn unknown source.—San 
Franoisco Call.

They would 
much rather see the flames spread un- 
til the affair developed into an im- 
mense conflagration. 
Mind you, the 


trait is not at all vicious. There is no 
malice in it. It is simply the love of 
excitement and adventure, things that 
are so deep rooted in human nature 
that we may not control them at will. 
Besides, we want to develop onr he- 
rocs to the limit. We want our fire- 
men to fight a good fight against long 
odds and under ^reat difficulties. 
We 


cannot quarrel with this feeling In the 
human makeup. After all, it Is what 
one may call the poetry of human na- 
ture, and without it this old system of 
ours would be dull and prosaic indeed. 
Of course, you will always find a few 
persons around a fire who are directly 
concerned in the light the firemen are 
making. They want to see the flames 
put out. 
In the case ol some of the 


spectators it means bread and meat 
It means the loss of a position or may- 
be the loss of home. But I was speak- 
ing of the vast majority of men and 
women who gather to witness a fire. 
The flre is the thing with them. They 
want to see a big blaze and hear the 
crash of the walls and all that sort of 
thing. Did you ever take the trouble 
to analyze a flre crowd? In the first 
place an alarm of file will draw a 
crowd quicker than anything in the 
world. 
Whenever the bells begin to 


clang and the engines go rushing down 
the street you \\jll h,ee men, women and 
children rushing this w.ij and that in 
order to sec as much as m.iy be seen 
of the fire and lire bghtcrb. The hour 
of day or night does not make so much 
difference. 
The crowd will get there 


In some way anil for some reason, 
though the great majority of the per- 
sons have no sort of interest other than 
idle curiobiiy 
Once on hand, they 


waul to see a good lire, and that's why 
I say they want (o see the flames get 
the best ot the firemen. They will go 
away and talk about what a game fight 
the fire laddies made. Human nature 
Is a curious tiling, is it not?"—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.
